Beport of thn Hoard That Inves 


For Ihe SHYJT Department. 


Washington, Oct. 21.—Thursday after- 


noon the report of the board appointed 
by Secretary Lone to determine the 
positions and courses of the vessels par- 
ticipating in the flight of Admiral Ccr- 
vera's luckless fleet was made public. 
It say* in subatance: "When the Mana 
Teresa came out of the harbor, the New 
York was nine mile* east of Morro, ac- 
companied b> the Hist and Ericsson. The 
Brooklyn was three miles south of Morro, 
beinR 2 2-10 miles from the shore WPS! of 
the mouth of the harbor. The Texas was 
eight-tenths of a mile east of the Brook- 
lyn, the Iowa one and eight-tenth* miles 
east and *muth of the Brooklyn, and the 
OiLgun aj.air miit.- Loot ,»r tlielu\\a, the 
Iowa being threp milfK directly south of 
Morro. The Indiana was two and two- 
tenths mllt-fc southwest of Morro, and the 
Gloucester one mile, almost directly 
north of the Indiana, a mile and four- 
tenths from Morro." 


When the Vlzraya turned shoreward 


the Iowa was three and two-tenths nil lei 
directly asUrn. The New York was five 
miles behind the Iowa. The Ericsson 
bad kept along with the New York all 
the time and was at thla position half a 
mile In advance of her.

them, never having ashed their gov- 
ernment for the slightest modification- 
"I have ahearty explained the mod* 


of negotiation. Memoirs are handed u 
which are translated and icpheij to i;j 
the same fashion 
The Spaniards from 


time to time endeavor tu enter into con- 
versation and to turn tlis disc-ussion 
into a verbal exchange of viov.-s in or- 
der to obtain some (k'vi.-uion from Urn 
inflexible lines mn-krd out by the Amer- 
ican government for Us repiesentatHes. 
Mr. Aburzuza, \vhu is a master of the 
English language, is th" Spanish com- 
missioner \\ho makes the attempts to 
lead to a conversation, and, as he is de- 
scribed as very prepossessing and elo- 
quent, he aJtvtiys makes a profound Im- 
pression. The Americana. hoo'e\oi, lis- 
ten attentively, but rigidly maintain the 
procedure of written replies. 


"The frtend who called told me he Tmd 


found h.s countrymen much discour- 
aged, being convinced that the United 
Btates are bwit on a rigorous exercise 
Of the rights of the victor. 'I have 
heard you say,' he remarked^ 'that 
Prince Bismarck once said to you: 
'When you have your knee on the throat 
of a vanquished nation you can take 
from it all you like; but you must always 
beware of abusing your victory and ex- 
apueratins your conquests. Otherwise 
you load yourself for many genorationa 
with a crushing burden which ends by 
liaving the most mischievous results for 
the victor — almost more than for the 
vanquished.' 


"My caller remarked: 'The Americana 


are not adopting this wise and humane 
view; they seem bent on pushing the 
results of the war to their extreme con- 
sequences. They refuse to entertain 
any rfltweMion on the financial ques- 
tion; and, while declining to undertake 
sovtrelgnty In Cuba, they maintain that 
the Cuban debt Is a Spanish, debt, and 
that Spain abused her sovereignty by 
saddling the island with the interest of 
a debt by which she alone profited. 
Vainly have we urged that they them- 
selves accepted financial obligations 
toward England, in the war of Indepen- 
dence; that they accepted the burdens 
of Texas after the conquest; that there 
la no more general law than the law of 
the obligations of a country changing 
with Its rulers, and that It would be an 
arbitrary course and a vexatious prece- 
dent to throw tho Cuban debt on us. 
All is useless; and they stand peremp- 
torily to their demands, 


" 'What our delegates should say to 


them, If they persist, as It Is to be feared 
th.*y will, IB this: 'We are in your hands. 
You are the victors. We for once com- 
mitted the folly of going to war with you 
because you left us no time to avoid it, 
because you treated us In siirh a way 
that even at the risk of suicide wo were 
bound to plungpe Into war, though the 
result of it was evident to us; but we 
will not commit the fresh folly of re- 
commencing war In any form. Wo are 
therefore at your mercy. We shall sub- 
mit to your dictates and shall leave the 
world to Judge of those dictates; but 
no human force will compel us to sub- 
scribe to them, and we shall not sub- 
scribe.' This 
la what our delegates 


ought to say on this Cuban question. 
As for the other potnts they will wait 
to hear what they are." 


Almost m Panic. 


Vienna, Oct. 21. — Thes death of an em- 


ploye in the bacteriological department 
of Professor Nothnafflo'R establishment, 
who contracted the bubonic plague 
while assisting in cultivating the plague 
bacillus for purposes of scientific In- 
vestigation hats almost created a plague 
panic In Vienna. The remains were 
burled with remarkable precautions^ the 
body being eoak+d in disinfectants and 
placed In a double metal coffin, care- 
fully soldered. The victim's two nurses 
have developed alarming symptoms.

The 
Evacuation of Cuba 


Will Be Impossible In 


the Time Prescribed. 


WanhinTton, Oct. 21—It IB now cer- 


tain that tho complete evacuation of 
Cuba will be delayed br-yond the period 
originally lixed by the administration. 
This will follow entirely without ref- 
erence to anything that has occurred 
in. Paris before the p.^ace commission. 


The war department has about sat- 


isfied itself that the task imposed upon 
the Spanish authorities, namely the 
removal and transportation to a great 
distance by sea of about 120,000 sol- 
diers, sielc and well, with their accou- 
trements, was beyond the ability of the 
Spaniards. 
It is hardly deemed pru- 


dent to assume charge of the munici- 
pal affairs of Havana so long as the 
city contains a strong garrison of Span- 
ish troops. 


It is not to be understood from this, 


however, that the American military 
commission is In any sense abating the 
pressure to secure the evacuation of 
the island and the relinqulsbment of 
Spanish sovereignty.

It 
is a new invention and Its merits are 
not yet established, but if it fulfills the 
claims of the inventor and tnose who 
have investigated it great changes will 
be wrought in the illuminating busi- 
ness.

ward agencies. Their hfp joints are nHich 
fpusr and more limber than ours and will 
permit them to squat on the ground and 
at tfeta same time oraw the *aat so near 
to their bands that tbajp ean grasp with 
their hot the work In hani and hold It 
with some ejuoaie of atwnfith. The ankle 
joint la also llmtaar ii»d works freely, and 
the big toe IE mora developed Md can be 
moved by them a« will as regards Its bend- 
Ing and HtnUebtng, its satantlng from 
and approaching toward the second toe. 


Tha normal font of the Hindoo shows a 
large epaoe between the big toe and the 
second 
This, however, is due solely to 


their wearing sandals, which am hold in 
place by a wooden peg placed botneea 
these two floes. The constant muscular 
exercises practiced la holding the sandals 
naturally tends to strengthening these 
toes, and tho use of the feet, being a gen- 
eral orotora and tried even by children of 
this tender age, has gradually changed the 
Hindoo anatomy.—Philadelphia Record.

Bat it does not steal fully grown turf 


ants. Their habits aro for&'.ad, and they 
would be useless for such purposes. What 
the warrtdr^int wants is'raw riniwrtnl, 
which can be turned Into thoroughly well 
trained wrraute. So It merely kills the 
adult ants which strive to oppose i*s ag- 
gression and contents itself with trundling 
home to Its own nest the larvrc and pupae 
of the turf ante which it has put to flight 
and vanquished. 


In tin* these grubs and cocoons prodnoe 


full grown yellurt workers, which can bo 
taught by tho warrior ants to act as nurses 
and hovamnaidta. I once( saw in a garden 
in Algiers a graat'pltelied>ba'ttlo going on 
between shErejaakei^ an<T <he rairjly of 
the future &Iaycs,'Hn 'which ' the ground 
was strewn w *.h the corpses 'cf the van- 
quished. Not till the nest of the smaller 
ants was almost exterminated did they re- 
tire from tho unequal contest and allow 
tho proud Invader to carry off their oroth- 
en; and sisters In their cocoons, asleep and 
unoonsclo'uB;'"

The most powerful concerted move- 


ment of labor for a shorter workday that 
has been organized for mnny years in 
this country bai been started ty the In- 
ternational Typographical union. The 
60,000 members of the nnion, recogniz- 
ing the importance of the movement, 
have created a special committee for the 
tiovement known as the shorter work- 
flay committee. The power of this com- 
mittee is practically unlimited. It can 
order gigantic strikes all over the coun- 
try in all big cities where employers re- 
fuse to grant the printers the nine hour 
workday. 
Not ouly this, but arrange^ 


ments have boon inaclo for tho gathering 
of a big fund with ^7hich to support 
those whoarocomiicllod to go on strike. 


TbouLfimln of circulars have been 


GcatK,r£cl broadcast in. all big printing 
centers. 
Affiliated trades have been 


warned, and all disasters to the move- 
ment that can be foreseen have been 
prepared for. 


According to the leading officers of 


the International Tpyographical union, 
the struggle for a nine hour workday is 
tho most important and farreaching one 
the organization has ever engaged in. 


In Now York city, where the printers 


are strongest and where the Allied 
Printing Trades council has over 7,000 
members, little trouble is expected, 
since nearly all the employers have been 
sounded on the nine hour question and 
have expressed the opinion that the do 
maud for nine hours is a fair one. They 
think they will not lose anything by 
granting it, ainco the men will bo able 
to do better work tinder the system. It 
will also give work to the unemployed. 


Reports have been received from west- 


ern sections that many employers will 
oppose tho demand bitterly, eince they 
believe thai they will bo tho losers by 
it. It is to fight these men that tho In- 
ternational Typographical union is rais- 
ing its fund. 


The men at tho head of tho Interna- 


tional union, realizing the bard work 
before them, have been laying theii 
plans for years, but not until a fov: 
monthi! ago did the aggressive com- 
batants announce them. 


Tho date set for the strikes all ovci 


the country will be kept a secret nutil 
ono week before the men ore ordered to 
quit work. This date is known ouly tc 
the prcKident of tho International Typo- 
graphical union. The rank and fllo nrt 
pledged to obey tho signal. It is onlj 
kruwu (h<U the elfikeu will be ordercti 
•arlv in October.—Now York World.

He was a steady and industrious man 
and is said to have saved up a con- 
siderable bank account. 
His death

are dead and his nearest relatives are 
the cousin above

London, Oct. 21.—Leonard H. Court- 


eiray, 
former deputy speaker ol the 


house of cnmmons and now a unionist 
member of parliament, speaking at 
Tideford, Cornwall, said that one of 
the consequences of the war with Spain 
upon the American people had been to 
create a j-pirlt which must in the near 
future lead to a great transformation of 
American character and policy. "In- 
stead of being a eftlf-contalned, indus- 
trious, 
peaceful and non-aggressive 


people," said Mr. Courtenay, "the Amer- 
icans, if they take savereignty in Cuba, 
will have to keep a largo naval an.d mil- 
itary force in order to make the influence 
of the Unltod States felt. 


"Although the American members of

This waa not 
known toi'ifrlends of Couch until t£e 
folio wing?,"d^V "when Parker ft! layed any 
fears by" tellln'gr Couch's 'friends that 
Cai-d delegates had been instructed to 
aay that they would support Harvie 
when approached. So upon these rep- 
rgsiwitationt? Couch's friends still re- 
fused to put fifty ticket iri other wards 
than 5 and' fe and' Continued to support 
Card and h*lp to elefct hie delegates. 


"Soon aftir the caucuses it became 


known that Harvfc's friends claimed a,H 
tho Card delegates would vote for him. 
Card and Farker wheri interviewed by 
Couch's friends nsaurett them that the 
agreement should be carrf*4 out. Card 
three days before th* convention met 
in certain club rooms In ,thia city one 
of Couch's friends, a. man who is not 
easily fooled in political matters, and 
assured him that the agreement would 
hold. At the same time he tvas assur- 
ing Harvlt'i friends his delegates were 
for Harvie. The Thursday befor,e the 
caucuses 
wer« 
held 
it 
waa 
ar- 


ranged that a meeting1 of the Card 
delegates should be held an hour before 
the convention, and It was held at the 
office of Card, when Mr, Dobaon, a Card 
delegate, stated in the presence of Cnrd 
and the delegates that it was Parker's 
wish that Harvip be Dominated. 


"Saturday morning; the day of the 


convention, Parker went to Couch's 
office and again assured him that the 
agreement should be carried out, but 
that Dobson would not vote for Couch 
as he had changed his mind. Six at 
least, he said, would vote for Couch on 
the first ballot.

Harvie, would not be in a deal to shut 
out Mr. Couch. Among those present 
were C. W. Dennett, E. R. Tinker, D. 
T. Barber, C. A. Card, John Parker, A. 
A. Wills and some other political mana- 
gers. The purpose of tho meeting was 
to make an arrangement between Mr. 
Card's friends and Mr. Harvie's. Mr. 
Card was a little reticent, at which Mr. 
Tinker grew impatient and said severe 
things about the candidate's republi- 
canism. The proposition was to place 
an equal number of Harvie and Card 
namerf on the tielcets hi wards 1, 2, 4 
and 7. To omit all the discussion, John 
Parker was agreeable to this, and then 
Mr. Card showed his tickets.
